They, as a rule are 
not admitted to wand’s room, but they sit 
in the division room, silent and sympa- 
thetic, watching like those who wait for the 
news of a battle, to hear the outcome of the 
conflict between the poisonous disease and 
the isonous acid, which are fighting in 
Ward's body.

THE LAWS AND THE SHAR PERS. 

“The lgws of Missouri are deficient in that they do not protect 
suckers,” said Circuit Attorney Folk, referring to the get-rich- 
quick turf schemes. 

Probably there never can be sufficient law to protect suckers, 
that is to say, protect people against their own ignorance, credu- 


schemes were suckers or gamblers. They were either people 
who were so ignorant as to believe that enormous profits could 
be made, day after day, in turf gambling, or persons who knew 


bthat no such profits could be made, but took the chance of ‘their 


surviving long cnough to pay out. 

But, granting that there is not law sufficient to wretunt suck- 
ers from losing through ignorance or the gambling spirit, there 
ought to be law enough to protect all from fraud or embezzle- 
ment. 

If all the money put into these concerns were expended and 
lost through betting on the races, the depositors would have 
little ground to complain of anything but their own foolishness, 
but now that the extent of their operations is known, it is plain 
that little of the money could have been usad in turf gambling. 
‘Enormous sums must have been taken from the deposits to pay 
dividends or to eprich the promoters. 

There should be law enough in Missourt to punish fraudulent 
and dishunest practices of this kind. 

There should be law enough in the statute books of Missouri 
t6 prevent fraudulent schemes and to protect the public from 
imposition and fraud. There should be courage and energy 
enough on the part of the authorities to examine into schemes 
which appear to be fraudulent and to be traps for the unwary. 

The federal Inws for the prevention of the use of the mails 
for purposes of fraud or deception dre regarded as exceedingly 
strict and comprehensive, yet inquiries of the federal postal 
authorities concerning the legality of these schemes, instituted 
on three separate occasions several months ago by the Post- 
Dispatch, brought the response that they were within the re- 
quirements of the law. 

If the disappearance of millions deposited with these turf com- 
panics, for which no accounting can be made except that one 
depositor was robbed to pay another, or all depositors were 
robbed by the managers, does not involve the violation of either
